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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 7/1 1/07 
has been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Elizabeth Stanek on August 20, 2007. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 66 and 70 were cancelled. 

The claims were cancelled because the claim language did not make sense in 
view of the most recent changes to claims 1 and 54. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Regarding claims 1-20, 22, 23, 26, 27, 54-65, and 69, the primary reason for 
allowance is the inclusion of the cuff defining a first closed member, the sleeve defining 
a second closed member residing inside the first closed member attached to the cuff, 
wherein the sleeve is adapted to elastically expand about the body portion of the user in 
a form fitting manner before inflation of the cuff member and elastically compress the 
body portion when the cuff member is inflated, in combination with all of the other 
limitations of the claims, which is not taught by the prior art. 

The allowability of claims 21, 24, 25, and 28 was addressed in a previous Office 
action filed 5/21/07 and is repeated here for convenience. 

Regarding claim 21, the primary reason for allowance is the inclusion of the 
sleeve sensor chamber having a lower edge portion that is seamless and a lower edge 
portion that is open, in combination with all of the other limitations of the claims, which is 
not taught by the prior art. 

Regarding claims 24, 25, and 28, the primary reason for allowance is the 
inclusion of the sleeve being attached to the cuff member, having at least one rib 
support member, and comprising a curvilinear cable channel in communication with the 
sensor chamber, the channel including an intermediate segment that is arcuate, a lower 
first segment that is substantially longitudinal, and an upper segment above the arcuate 
segment that includes lateral directional components, in combination with all of the other 
limitations of the claims, which is not taught by the prior art. 

Regarding claims 34-41, 67, and 68, the primary reason for allowance is the 
inclusion of the sleeve being configured to reside under the wrapped cuff member, 
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being attached to a single one of the short edge portions, and extending outwardly from 
a primary surface of the cuff, in combination with all of the other limitations of the claims, 
which is not taught by the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
